The new attractiv e ag ent, geraulol, 
dev eloped by the bureau of entomology 
as an aid in its control work against 
the J apanese beetle, has been found 
v ery successful. 
Methods hav e been 
worked out whereby this material may 
lie used to concentrate the beetles in 
a relativ ely small area. 
It w as found that by spray ing less 
than an acre of orchard with geraniol 
beetles could be drawn on the leeward 
side of the orchard 
for a distance of 
nearly one-half mile within the first 
fifteen minutes after the spray had 
been applied. 
This makes it possible 
to destroy large numbers of beetles 
with a comparativ ely small quantity 
of a contact spray . 
Further work has 
been done on traps baited with 
ge­ 
raniol, 
but 
althoug h

capture 
larg e numbers of beetles, it is not felt 
that a trap lias been dev eloped which 
can be recommended fur general u se. 
Increased 
efforts

summer to dev elop a repellent which 
could tie used on fruit trees

leav ing a deposit on the foliag e o r 
fruit.

Conqu eror, the wilt-resistant variety 
of watermelon developed by the fed­ 
eral Department of Agricu ltu re, not 
only has proved to be resistant to this 
seriou s disease when grown in Illinois 
bu t also was fou nd to be a very good 
qu ality and sold qu ite easily, especial­ 
ly to the local trade, according to H. 
W. Anderson, associate chief of pomo- 
logieal pathology at the college of ag­ 
ricu ltu re, University of Illinois, who 
had charge of the test. 
In many 
cases, the trade preferred the Con­ 
qu eror melon to the Tom Watson, 
which has recently been the favorite 
market melon. 
The test of the wilt- 
resistant variety Is being made in 
White cou nty, where the horticu ltu ral 
department of the agricu ltu ral college 
has been growing the variety for the 
past three years. 
Co nquero r Is Ready Sate. 
The ready 
sale of the Conqu eror 
melo n and its high resistance to wilt 
has enco urag ed g ro wers to co ntinue 
planting It, and many will g iv e it a 
trial this seaso n, acco rding to Ander­ 
so n. A limited amo unt o f seed o f the 
variety may be o btained fro m White 
cou nty farm bureau. 
Watermelon wilt, ag ainst which the 
Conqu eror variety is resistant, is a 
soil-carried disease 
and in many of 
the old waterme 1 <5n-growing sections 
of Illinois it has become so severe 
that the growing of melons has had 
to be abandoned. 
The disease lives 
for many years in the soil, with the 
resu lt that when land once becomes 
infested it cannot be u sed for at least 
ten years for growing melons. 


Developm ent of Conqueror. 
The Conqu eror melon was developed 
a nu mber of years ago in an effort to 
meet the situ ation. At that time the 
rou nd type of melon was popu lar. 
Later the long type, su ch as the Tom 
Watson, was Introdu ced and became 
the favorite market melon. 
For this 
reason, 
the 
wilt-resistant 
variety 
known as the Conqu eror was alrhost 
forgotten. 
Recently when 
the wilt 
became so bad that It eliminated the 
melon indu stry from many sections, 
growers sou ght relief throu gh their 
farm advisers and the agricu ltu ral 
college. 
In an effort to help solve the 
problem, the college started testing 
the Conqu eror variety in White cou n­ 
ty for the pu rpose of finding ou t 
whether or not it was resistant u nder 
Illinois conditions and whether or not 
it wou ld meet the existing market de­ 
mands.

Lead Arsenate on Apples 
Removed by New Solu tion 
An efficient and inexpensive method 
of removing excessive arsenical resi­ 
du es from apples sprayed fo r the co n­ 
t r ol of the codling moth 
has been de­ 
vised by the Colorado experiment sta­ 
tion. The details of this method, 
worked ou t by Dr. Win. P. Headdon, 
chemist, appear in “Removal of Ar­ 
senate of Lead From Sprayed Fru it,’’ 
recently pu blished as Press Bu lletin 
63. 
According to the bu lletin, the new 
solu tion is cheap, qu ick-acting, effec­ 
tive, and cau ses no bad effects u pon 
the fru it. 
It Is made by taking fou r 
pou nds each of soda ash and ordinary 
table salt and dissolving them In one 
hu ndred pou nds of water. 
This solu ­ 
t i on can be u sed in either wooden or 
iron vessels. 
It shou ld be heated to 
HH) degrees Fahrenheit, bu t shou ld 
not be raised materially above that 
temperatu re. 
Enou gh apples are then added to 
the solu tion to co v er the su rface thb k- 
ly. The apples sho uld be stirred gent­ 
ly with a mo p o r so me equiv alent In­ 
stru ment, care being taken
